Fekia aid Alfemd Nate, both fresh and 


French Have No Idea That Spain Will 


Cede Philippine* 


Paris, Nev. 1—The French papers 


have derived their news of the work of 
the peace commissions from Spanish 
sources, therefore the morning papers 
are interesting as indicating the at- 
mosphere of Spanish quarters and the 
trend of French views. The press today 
confuse the situation. The Matin says 
it is well understood that the cession of 
Porto Rico was tantamount to the pay- 
ment of a war indemnity in cash an 3 
that it entirely freed Spain from any 
subsequent repetition of the subject. 


The Gaulois says "The Spaniards will 


never agree to abandon the Philippine 
archipeligo without compensation and 
we believe the Americans intend to 
suggest that 
they will assume the 


Philippine debt. We hope the negotia- 
tions will not be broken but Spain 
would take such a course rather than 
submit to the humiliation of such 
terms." 


Watt Till Friday. 


' "Washington, 
Nov. 1—The 
cabinet 


meeting today devoted most of its 
attention to consideration of affairs 
in Cuba and Porto Rico. The adminis- 
trative feature of the Philippine ques- 
tion also received some attention. 
Nothing has been heard from the com- 
mission in Paris as to yesterday's pro- 
ceedings, and it ia realized that noth- 
ing is to be expected in the way of 
developments until Friday's session.

The Conference In Detail. 


Paris, Nov. 1.—The American peace 


commissioners, each of them carrying a 
portfolio contairng records and per- 
sonal niemoJanda, left their headquar- 
ters in the Continental hotel for the 
meeting with the Spanish commission- 
ers at the 'oreign office shortly before 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


The health of the president of the 


Spanish commisa'on, Mr. Rio-s, had im- 
proved to the extent of enabling him 
to attend tb,_ r^cting. 


The Amr-'cn>-=5 were removing their 


wraps wh»i the Spiriards entered the 
ante-room, and pol.U- and cordial greet- 
ings were exchanged a.- the two groups, 
comingiir.g, passed through the grand 
aalon find entered the conference cham- 
ber. 


Secretary lloore, upon the request of 


Judge Day. passed to Mr. Ferguson, the 
tafeirpreter, the formulated demands of 
the United Status regarding the PhiHp- 
*pineo, which v. ere read to the Spaniards 
in their o\\ n tongue by a rapid rendering 
from the Eng-lish. in whlch'they were 
•written. Although the Spanish commis- 
sioners did not betray any anxiety their 
attention to the readlins was keen. They 
had anticipated that the United States 
would take over the islands; but the 
terms and details of the transfer had all 
along been a subject of speculation. 


The reading disclosed the fact that the 


United States government had deter- 
mined to possess for itself certain terri- 
tory and parcels of land bounded by and 
lying within such parallels of latitude 
and longitude aa marked the limits of 
the Philippine archipelago. The United 
Stat/ea do not purpose assuming the 
Philippine debt of $40,000,000, but they 
are willing to be responsible to Spain 
for a fum of money equal to the actual 
T?xpend,itures by Spain in the Philip- 
pines for the advantage of the islands 
and for the good of their people, for 
permanent 
betterments and for im- 


provements both physical and mental. 


The readmjr of th« presentment speci- 


fies that the United States will reimburse 
Spain to the extent of her "pacific ex- 
penditures" mad« in the archipelago. 
This phraae "pacific expenditures" is 
employed to differentiate the exprndi- 
turee by Spain in combating insurrec- 
tions in the Philippines. The one is felt 
by the American com mission ers to be 
a fair burden upon the acquiring power; 
while the other, and latter class of ex- 
penditures, is hold to have been logically 
aseUmed by Spain 89 th« inevitable 
hazard to a nation resorting to arms to 
enforce order in IU own tjerritory. 


Such Is the determinative, and there- 


for, the vital portion of the presentment 
made by the American commissioners; 
and it fit to he observed that, while the 
main proposition as to possession and 
financial responsibility Is clear anJI deu- 
nrte, many detail* have been left to the 
development* oC the discussion between 
the two commission*. Thus, while the 
Spaniards are quite certain that the 
United Btates intend to reimburse th?m 
for "pacific expenditures." they remark 
that th'-y arc not enlightened s« to 
•Wh^lher HIP Americans expert to en- 
dorse thp Spanish obllgntlona to tire ex- 
tent of "purlflc expenditures" in the 
archipelago or wh«th«r they will hand 
Bpaln a lump sum of gold large enough 
to cover Spain's outlay so designated. 


Possibly Vtif American 


nremseives are not at ims moment fully 
determined on this point It is unlikely, 
howevvT, that the American"? \vi'l care 
to become i(lc-ntifietl in the slightest de- 
gree wiih &pain In her responsibility to 
her cri'ditcrs. The clearer method seems 
to b« to hand to Spain spot cash, or 
something as good, and to bid her apply 
it on her d»bts by \v hatever name known, 
or to put i.t in her wallet for whatever 
use she may elect. 


While the Urjted States have desig- 


nated "pacific expenditures" as those 
flhey will reimburse to Spain, the pre- 
sentment of the American commission- 
ers dild not demand either a schedule or 
an inventory of the same from th'e Span- 
lards. But the suggestion naturally 
raises an inquiry as to the kinid and 
quantity of Spain's "pacific expend! 
tures" in the Phi',lppines; and some light 
may be given on that matter now.

At Cavite Spain had built a naval sta- 


tion, which, before it was sacked by the 
ratSves, was said to be equal to the Mare 
Island station, and may, then, have been 
•worth $2,500,000. Whether or not the last 
two items can be strictly designated 
"pacific expenditures" 
must be de- 


termined in conference, but the light- 
houses, water improvements, barracks 
and naval station are necessary to the 
TJnJted States as the owner of the Philip- 
pines and are deemed worth a fair price. 
Spain has also built some schoolhouses, 
which the American are willing to take 
over at cost. 


The Spanish commissioners listened 


attentively, though not without some 
evidences of impatience and surprise at 
the financial suggestions in the Ameri- 
can presentment, and finally asked until 
Friday to consult the Madrid govern- 
ment and make reply. 


Adjournmeiiut was then taken to that 


day. Afltier the conference dissolved the 
Spanish commissioners expressed the 
opinion that the American demands 
would create in Spain, as they had upon 
her commissioners., an exceedingly grave 
impression. Were the Spanish commis- 
&ioners pushed to a final determination 
at once they would reject the American 
demands, but the changing tone of th« 
Spanish press recently urges the con- 
summation of a treaty of peace, however 
rigorous, the argument being that, M- 
thougli the Spaniards bow to the Ameri- 
can demands, the commissioners do not 
acknowledge th« Justice or adroit the 
legality of them. 


The Spanish commissioners now feej 


that the United S1]ates, to all Intents 
and purposes, have not offered 
any 


financial inducement to Spain to cede by 
treaty any part of the Philippines. Had 
the American commissioners even of- 
fered to take over the entire Philippine 
d«bt of $40,000,000 the Spaniards affect to 
feel that it would have been as nothing, 
and they regard yesterday's propositions 
as so meagre ais not to warrant even a 
schedule of Spain's "pacific expendi- 
tures" in the a-

ARMY CHANGES. 


Must Be Greatly Increased 


to Furnish Troops For 


Occupation- 


Washington, Nov. 1—The reorganiza- 


tion of the army with a view to secur- 
ing one adequate for the new posses- 
sions of the United States will be sub- 
ject to recommendations by the Presi- 
dent to congress, embodying his views 
and the views of those in a pasition to 
give him the very best advice. 


It is probable that he will recommend 


an increase in the army of something 
like 73,000 to 100,000 men. 
There has 


been some talk also of tislng for gar- 
rison duty Uvo companies or battalions 
of natives to each regiment doing gar- 
rison duty in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. 


It is believed by this method a con- 


siderable portion of the restless popu- 
lation of the islands and especially 
those who have been bearing arms in 
the insurgent or Spanish armies could 
be kept quiet and law abiding. 


Men who enlist in the regular army 


hereafter will understand that they are 
likely to be called upon at any time 
to go out of the country for long 
periods. It is believed the demands 
which have bean made upon senators 
and representatives for the muster out 
of the volunteer regiments and the dis- 
charge 
of volunteers in 
regiments 


which, remained in service, has been so 
great that they will be convinced that 
a regular army for garrison duty in 
the 
new possessions is an absolute 


necessity. 


Troops For Cuba. 


Washington, Nov. 1—There has been 


no change in the plans of the war de- 
partment respecting sending troops to 
Cuba. 
No date has ever been fixed 


when the troops shall ever depart. 
The only thing determined upon is 
that Cuba shall pass into the posses- 
sion of the United States January 1. 
The death of Colonel Waring has not 
changed the plans of the department 
in any way. 


The war department -does not wish 


to" have 
any conflict"" with' ISpanish 


troops as to the occupation of towns 
and therefore desire to send United 
States troops into Cuba only a short 
time before the Spaniards evacuate.

Ei-y," a long hook and a water glass. Tho 
kponp-o hook ib u three pronged iron fork 
Witched to tho end of a very long pole. 
Tho water glass is simply a wooden water 
bucket with a bottom of common window 
glass. 


To use it the glass bottom is thrust into 


the water, tho lishoruian puts tho bail 
around bis neck and then buries his head 
deep in the bucket to oic'uulo the light. 
There aro always two men to each dingey 
—one to act us "sculler" and the other as 
"hooker." While tho sculler propels the 
dingey along very slowly the hooker, in a 
kneeiing position, kesps his hand in tho 
water glass, looking down in tho water. 
When a good sponge is sighted, the hooker 
gives n signal, and tho dingey stops. 


Together tho sculler and hooker thrust 


the sponge hook down through the water 
and run it under the sponge. The roots 
are thus pulled looso from the rooks, and 
BOOH the game is in the dingey. Thus the 
work goes on until a boatload is obtained, 
and then they ore taken ashore and placed 
in crawls to bo cured.

built by sticking pieces of brush or stakes 
into the sand just out of the water or 
where it is very shallow. 


They remain in the crawls while under- 


going maceration, nnd the refuse is carried 
away in the ebb and flow of tfce tide.

NAVAL MYSTERIES. 


War Vessels of tile-United Statei That 


H.ive Disappeared. 


Curious disappearances and accidents 


to our warships characterized the early 
history of our navy, and in spite of all the 
efforts of the navy department to explain 
the cause of tho disasters many of them 
are as absolute mysteries today as when 
they happened. 


When the government built ten new 


gnnboata to prosecute the war against 
Tripoli In 1805, they were sent out as 
Goon as they were finished and before they 
were named. Each one was given a num- 
ber and dispatched to the seat of the war. 
No. 7 sailed from New York July SO, 
1805, under tho command of Lieutenant 
Ogelvle, and after she cleared Sandy Hook 
light sho was never heard from again. 
She went down with all on board before 
she had even been nained. 


A most extraordinary accident was that 


•which happened to tho corvet Mouonga- 
hela at Santa Cruz in ISO™. 


While at anchor in the harbor a tremen- 


dous tidal wavs lifted her upo:i its crest 
| und carried her clcuuovtr Ihu town of 


JTre<lerichst4«U and back again without 
injuring the town or the boat to any great 
extent. Tho i-e -ciiing wuvo landed her on 
the beach i:;.;*cr,cl or in the deep water of 
tho hr.rl.or, r.iv.l it cost our government 
?lOO,uO<; i/> ilrit her again. 
Fully as 


strai:go w:s* tho fate of tho sloop-of-war 
MVatotee. She was anchored ill the harbor 
o£ Arica, Peru, in 1868, when a huge ti- 
dal wtiTO swept inland and flooded tho 
whole city. The wave carried tho sloop 
several miles inland and finally landed 
her in the midst of a tropical forest. 
It 


was impossible to release her from such a 
peculiar position, and the government sold 
her for a nominal sura. The purchasers 
turned the vessel into a hotel, and the re- 
mains of that once formidable war vessel 
loom up in the tropical forest today as a 
monument to the power of tidal waves. 


Among other oases of disaster which are 


attributed to the violence of the waves or 
weather there is none more interesting 
than that of the strange fate of the Sara- 
toga. When she sailed from Philadelphia 
in October, 1780, under the command of 
Captain James Young, there was no finer 
or handsomer war vessel afloat. 
That 


she was as formidable as she was attract- 
ive was soon demonstrated in a practical 
way. After cruising around a short time 
she captured three British vessels in suc- 
cession, and then, with her prizes, she 
started to return to Philadelphia! but off 
the Delaware capes she encountered a 
British ship of the lino. As the Saratoga 
carried only 18 guns and tho Intrepid was 
a 74 gun ship, Captain Young considered 
it safer to run away. The enemy did not 
chase hei- far, but returned to protect and 
recapture tho British prizes. Tho Sara- 
toga sailed away in the very teeth of a 
storm, and she was never hoard from 
again. 
Did sho founder at sea in tho 


gale, or was she blown up by her own 
magazines?—Leslie's Weekly.

UGLY SEA MONSTERS. 


HIDEOUS 
DEVILFISH 
THAT 
ARE 


FOUND IN THE OCEAN. 


A Fvomome Ilurned Heplll* Taut 


Muke* u l,vt\f> ot »U !>•» Out of the 
Water—Tli* Horrible Barracoota of 
the Le«-«vt»rd inland*. 


Among such primitive peoples a» still 


exist not tho lcnst curious or notable trait 
which universally obtains in the manner 
lu which all tilings uncanny or which they 
nn; unublo to coinproheud are by common 
consent ascribed to tho devil. Now, it 
will doubtless be readily admitted that 
reufolk rrtuin, oven among highly civiliz- 
ed iinticas, their old world habits of 
thought und express Ion longer than any 
other branch of the population. This can 
scarcely bo wondered at, since to all of us, 
even' tho Innst imaginative, tho eternal 
mystery of tho ocean appeal* with thrilling 
anil over fresh effect, every tiino that we 
come into cloeo poifonul relations with it. 


But when those whose daily bread de- 


pends upon their constant struggle with 
thf mighty ji'nrim) forces, who nro fnmll- 
inr with to many of its marvels, aro in tho 
course of tlieir avocations brought sud- 
denly in contact with some seldom seen 
visitor cf horrent aspect arising from tho 
gloomy, unknown depths, with one accord 
they speak of tho monster as u "dovilllsh," 
and tho vaino never fails to stick. 


S'o that there is not ouo specius of devil- 


fish, but sortrul, each peculiar to Koine 
different r;irt of tho world and inspiring 
its own Fr-ccial terrors in tho hearts of 
umriiirrs o: many nations. Of tho devil- 
fish that w<? in tbis country hear most 
about und is indelibly portrayed for us by 
Victor Hugo, tho octopus, so much has 
been written and said that it is not neces- 
sary now to ilo much njorothon umko pass- 
ing allusion to tbo family, but tho cepha- 
lopoda embrace so vast a variety that it 
eeenis hardly fair to single out of them all 
tho comparatively harmless octopus for 
opprobrium, whilo leaving several un- 
rcentioned tho gigantic onychotouthis of 
the deep sea, to say nothing of many in- 
tormediata cuttlefish. From the enormous 
mollusk just mentioned—which fe, not 
unreasonably, credited by geanien with 
being the largest fish in tho ocean—to the 
tiny loligo, upon which nearly till doep 
water fish feed, hidcousness is their pre- 
vailing feature, and truly appalling cf 
aspect gome of tho larger ones are, while 
thoir omniverous voracity makes them 
veritable sea scavengers, to whom nothing 
COKOS amiss, live or dead. 


When a youngster, I was homeward 


bound from Sant' Ana with a cargo of 
mahogany and when off Cnpo Campeche 
was ono calm afternoon leaning over the 
tnffrail looking down into the blue pro- 
found OH watch for flgh. A gloomy shade 
came over the bright water and up rose a 
fearsome monster some 18 feet across and 
in general outline more like a skate or 
ray than anything else, all except tho 
head. 
There, what appeared to be two 


curling horns about three feet apart, rose 
one on each side of the most horrible pair 
of eyea imaginable. A shark's eyes as ha 
turns sideways under your vessel's coun- 
ter and looks up to see if any one is com- 
ing are ghastly, green and cruel, but; thia 
thing's eyos wore all these and much more. 
I felt that the book of Revelation was in- 
complete without him, and his gaze haunta 
me yet. 


Although quite sick and giddy at the 


sight of such a bogy, I could not move 
until tho awful thing, suddenly waving 
what seemed like mighty wings, soared up 
out of tho water soundlessly to a height 
of about six feet, falling again with a 
thunderous splash that might huvo been 
heard for miles. I must havo fainted 
with fright, for the nest thing I was con- 
scious of was awakening under the rough 
doctoring of my shipmates. Since then I 
bavo never seen ono leap upward in the 
daytime. At night, when there is no 
wind, the sonorous splash is constantly to 
be heard, although why they make that 
bat]ike leap out of their proper element is 
cot easy to understand. It does not seem 
possible to believe such awe inspiring hor- 
rors capable of playing gamboling. 


At another time, whilo mate of a bark 


loading in the Tonala rivor, ono of the 
Mexican mahogany ports, I was flshiug 
one evening from the vessel's deck with a 
very stout line and hook for large fish.

Thcso ugly monsters have as yet no 


commercial value, although from their 
vast extent of flat surface they might be 
found worthy of attention for their skins, 
which should make very excellent sha- 
green. A closer acquaintance with them 
would also most probably divost them of 
much of the terror in which they are held 
at present. 


It is among the Leeward islands, how- 


ever, that the barracoota attains his lar- 
gest dimensions and has inspired the fish- 
ermen and boatmen with such dread of 
him that, while they hold tho universally 
feared shark in supreme contempt, the 
more rumor of a "devilfish" anywhere in 
their vicinity will bring every negro with- 
in bail scrambling out of the water in 
doubloqnick time. 


Whether rightly or wrongly, I have 


never been ablo to ascertain by personal 
observation, but undoubtedly the fact is 
thnt tho barracouta is credited with an 
infernal propensity for inflicting a name- 
less mutilation upon any human being 
unfortunate enough to get within roach of 
him. 
Ho is long and narrow, blue black 


above, with a silvery gray bolly, and swift 
as an arrow. His lower jaw is consider- 
ably longer than the upper, and both are 
armed with teeth almost c^nctly liko those 
of a dog. From (his configuration of tho 
jiuvs it is unnecessary for tho barracouta 
to turn on its back, like the shark, when 
ho comes for you. Silent, straight, swift 
and almost invisible in those dark blue 
waters, tho first intimation of his presence 
is ot'ton the fatal snap of those lethal jawj|, 
which loaves tho hapless victim boyond 
tho liopo of recovery. 


There arc of course many other marine 


monstrosities to which, with more or leas 
show of reason, tho Satanic epithet, has 
been applied, but they aro vory little 
known or noticed, except within certain 
narrow limits. Probably enough hns bean 
said to justify simple savages and almost 
equally simple mindod seamen in bestow- 
ing upon tho creatures of their dread n 
iiunio whu'h to iilioui uiiihoulus all thuy 
are ublu to conceive of pitiless cruelty, un- 
quenchable ferocity and unmatehablo cun- 
ning.— Cornhill Magazine.

man has successfully run a. primary in 
Boston or a caucus in New York, there- 
fore he is qualified to govern, to rule, 
o administer, to represent the United 
States in the distant colonies. 


The administration of a distant col- 


ony calls for a higher order of talents 
lhan the average American politician 
possesses. 
We shall have to follow 


England's example if we expect to 
succeed in governing distant provinces. 
This will require the application of 
civil service principles to the selection 
of colonial officials, and the majority 
of our place hunters will accordingly 
tp barred. 


If we are going to build up a suc- 


cessful colonial system that shall re- 
dound to the highest advantage of our 
colonists and prove a credit to our- 
Sfives we must place in colonial offices 
men who are especially trained for their 
•work, and make their tenure indepen- 
dent of political influence. This means 
thatthe political patronage of congress- 
men will not be materially increased, 
through the operations of the colonial 
department, and the members who are 
now clamoring for territorial expan- 
sion, with an eye upon Ithe expected ex- 
pansion 
of 
the congressman's per- 


quisites should make a note of this de- 
pressing probability.

The houses of the Spaniards are a lit- 


tle more elaborate than those of the 
Chamorros. A typical middle class 
dwelling is built with a thick stone wall 
on the ground floor, through which is 
cut the large entrance door. The rooms 
are unfloored. the earth being trampled 
hard. 
The flrst floor is about seven 


feet from the ground. Rude steps of 
hewn loss lead to it. The living room 
is on the first floor and is as a rule cov- 
ered with rough hewn logs of mahog- 
any. The end of the house lias a gal- 
lery built outside beneath the overhang- 
ing- roof, and it is there in the shade of 
the banana and pineapple or palm trees 
that the women o" the household sit to 
do their sewing and to gossip. 


There is not much need to toil and 


'spin in the Ladrones. A man who has 
four or five breadfruit or banana trees is 
comfortably provided with food for life, 
and a man with a grove of breadfruit 
trees is rich beyond the dreams of av- 
arice—that is, according to the Ladrone 
standard. A few hours each day is 
sufficient to put the grove in a desira- 
ble state of cultivation. A house that 
will serve for a lifetime residence, pro- 
vided the tropical storms do not wreck 
it, can be put up in half a day. 


The receptions at the governor's man- 


sion when friendly warships put into 
port were the leading social events of 
the islands. A dance, or a fandango, as 
it is called, is the merrymaking of the 
common people. 


The invitations for thfe dance are is- 


sued by word of mouth. The younger 
ladies appear at the festivity gowned in 
white and wearing flowers in their jet 
black hair.

Should Children Be Whipped? 


All children differ in temperament. 


Some are amenable to kind words, 
while nothing but the rod will have 
any effect upon others. Children who 
must be ruled by the rod are the ex- 
ception. The majority of children will 
yield to kindness. To begin with, chil- 
dren must not always be punished for 
everything they do wrong. The world 
is new to them, and they have every- 
thing to learn. Never punish a child 
for a first offense. Watch carefully for 
an opportunity to correct him, but un- 
less the offense is very bad do not re- 
prove or correct him in the presence of 
strangers or friends. You must make 
up your mind to shut your eyes to half 
the mischievous things he does, but be 
on the alert to catch him in the act of 
actual wrongdoing. 


For a first offense you must be all 


gentleness and very patient. Try to 
impress upon him that what he has 
done is very wrong and has displeased 
you. Talk kindly and firmly, and in aa 
simple words as possible go over it two 
or three times and make the child thor- 
oughly understand how much you feel 
hurt that he should have done wrong. 
Be sure you explain why it is wrong. 


Never scold, nor be harsh, nor strike, 


however gently. Simply give the child 
as sweet and tender a lesson as possi- 
ble by talking. This, if done properly, 
will be much more effective than a 
whipping. The offense may be repeat- 
ed, but do not at once use the cane. 
It may have been an accident, and you 
must remember that a child cannot re- 
tain things as an adult can. He may 
have forgotten, so be patient a little 
while longer, though perhaps a little 
more severe and impressive.

The full platform of the socialist la- 


bor party for the city campaign has 
been made public, and is given below. 
A special meeting of the party is called 
for tonight, when the few names on 
the ticket as yet not fully settled will 
be decided upon. The platform fol- 
lows: 


The socialist labor party of North 


Adams, conforming to the demands of 
the national organization, and har- 
monizing with the economic emanci- 
pation movement of the world, where, 
by political and constitutional means,, 
the present state of planless production, 
industrial war and social disorder is to 
be substituted by the co-operative com- 
monwealth, and all means of produc- 
tion and distribution shall be owned 
end operated scientifically by the peo- 
ple, we present the following declara- 
tion for the municipal campaign of 
1S9S, and pledge its candidates, if elect- 
ed, to do their utmost for their execu- 
tion: 


First—Absolute self government, ab- 


olition of the veto power of the mayor, 
all measures to be submitted to the 
people for-their, 
approval 
OP; Disap- 


proval, the people 'to have th<» right to 
initiate legislation by petition. 


Second—Xo contract labor; all city 


work to be done directly by the mu- 
nicipality, without the intervention of 
contractors: that eight hours shall be 
constituted a, legal work day, and that 
the minimum wage shall be $2 per 
day; the city shall as far as possible 
furnish employment to those not em- 
ployed, by establishing public works, 
and operate them under the control of 
the administration.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION, 


VtnMnt Young Woman's Suit in Local 


Courts Upheld on Question oi 


Residence. 


An important rescript was received 


yesterday by Clerk of Courts Cande in 
the case of Alena H. Davis against 
John O. Carpenter. Both the parties 
are young people who live In Whiting- 
ham, Vt., near neighbois, the girl being 
18 and the young man 23. 


The girl gave birth to a child, which 


She claimed Carpenter to be the father 
of, and he admitted that fact through 
his counsel. Carpenter left Vermont 
and came to Massachusetts, and soon 
after, the girl having relatives in 
Clarksburg, also came to this state, as 
she declared, with the Intention of re- 
siding here, although 
she admitted 


that by advice of her counsel she also 
intended thereby to bring an action for 
bastardy. 


Within a few hours after her arrival 


she had her complaint made in district 
court ot (.his city. In the meantime her 
father was taken sick in Vermont. She 
went home to attend him, anil while 
there her child was born. When the 
trial came in the superior court last 
October before Judge Lillcy. lawyer F. 
L. Greene of- Greenfield entered a plea 
in abatement, on the ground that she 
was not a resident of Massachusetts 
and that the court had no jurisdiction. 
There were no decisions covering the 
question, and the issue has been await- 
ed with Interest. The girl's counsel, 
Miles & Chase, claimed that having been 
emancipated by her father, she could 
elect a residence here in Massachusetts. 
That was practically the only issue, 
and the decision of the court fixes the 
paternity of the girl's child and also 
of her legal residence. 
• The court says that "the second plea 
was not in abatement or in bar. The 
plaintiff at the time of making the 
complaint was living in this common- 
wealth and intending to continue to 
live here; 
and without 
deciding 


whether her domicile has been chang- 
ed, that living here is a sufficient resi- 
dence to enable the plaintiff to main- 
tain the action, so far as residence is 
necessary. No error of law appears in 
the admission or exclusion of evidence. 
The respondent has no right to go to 
the jury on the questions which he, 
without objection, had submitted to 
the judge, on the plea in bar." The 
young man had lived in Franklin 
county and is the son of a wealthy 
Vermont farmer.

Low Infant Death Rate, 


Dr. S. "W. Abbott, secretary of the 


state board of health, recently read a 
paper before the quarterly meeting of 
the state associations of boards of 
health, in which he dealt with infant 
mortality in the cities of Massachu- 
setts. He gave some interesting sta- 
tistics on the death rate under one 
year. 
In this 'city from 3 SSI to 1890 


this rate was 115.1. In Pittsfield it 
was 144.8; in Holyoke, 188.01; in North- 
ampton, 1S5.7: in Fitchburg, 134.3; and 
in Fall River, 230.7. Newton was low- 
est with 111.9, and this city was among 
the best in the state. Dr. Abbott called 
attention to the fact that the mortal- 
ly from cholera infantum, one of the 
chief factors of the death rate with 
children under one year, bears a direct 
relation to the ratio of married women 
employed away from their homes. In
